Years  ago,  a  young  man,  newly  graduated  from  Ball  State  University, 
came  to  Monroeville  as  a  science  teacher.

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An  Era  Of  Achievement 
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The  history  of  education  at  JVIonroeville  is  similar  to  that  of 
many  other  small  towns  in  this  area.  The  frame  building  pictured 
on  the  preceding  page  was  the  first  high  school  in  Monroeville,  and 
it  housed  students  until  the  completion  of  the  present  building  in 
1916.  The  land  was  purchased  in  the  fall  of  1871  by  school  trustees, 
A.  Engle,  James  Weiler,  and  T.  S.  Heller.  The  lot  on  the  corner  of 
Elm  and  Monroe  Streets  measured  125'  x  260'.  On  it  was  built  the 
first  public  school,  a  31’  x  71*  building  containing  4  classrooms,  1 
waiting  room,  1  room  for  the  Trustees,  and  the  Principal's  office. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building  came  to  $7,  175.  00. 


The  first  student-made  journal  of 
life  at  M.  H.  S.  was  published  in  1911. 
Titled  the  Echo,  the  small  yearbook 
contained  essentially  the  same  fea¬ 
tures  as  its  descendants.  Among  the 
pictures  in  this  annual  was  this  like¬ 
ness  of  Miss  Mary  Funican.  She  holds 
the  distinction  of  being  the  only  wo¬ 
man  to  hold  the  office  of  principal.  In 
this  capacity  she  guided  the  student 
body  for  several  years. 


School  years  were  short  in  those 
days;  the  first  term  ran  from  January 
8,  1872  until  March  29,  1872.  W.  A. 
Dickey  was  the  first  principal  and  his 
faculty  consisted  of  M.  S.  Lahew,  A. 
Grammar,  O.  C.  Wolf,  B.  Grammar; 
Mollie  E.  Krouse,  Intermediate; 
and  Hattie  Simpson,  Primary.  Dickey 
was  Principal  until  1873  when  M.  E. 
Crawford  took  over.  Between  1874 
and  1880,  three  men,  L.  H.  Dillman, 

I.  O.  Jones,  and  O.  Z.  Hubbell,  held 
that  important  position.
